Elimination of Big Trucks 
Might Save Highways, 
Believed. 
A. R. Manning’s new residence

There is probably no more vital 
nor widely discussed topic of in­ 
terest in the motor truck industry 
just now than 
the 
relation 
of 
heavy-duty trucks to 
road 
-wear. 
Much opinion has been expressed 
to the effect that large capacity 
vehicles, by virtue of their greater 
weight, are iii some measure re­ 
sponsible for excessive road deter­ 
ioration. 
legislation Necessary. 
“No one realizes better than the 
motor truck 
manufacturer,” 
said 
Mr. Fulton, “the necessity of put­ 
ting 
into force legislation 
which 
will preserve the roads and enable 
this country to 
approach 
more 
rapidly its ultimate state of high­ 
way 
perfection. 
It 
is 
doubtful, 
however, whether the policy which 
is now pursued of restricting large 
capacity trucks will 
be 
effective 
in accomplishing this end. 
There 
are but two possible ways of pre­ 
serving the roads through legisla­ 
tion— either the total tonnage or 
traffic passing over the roads must 
be reduced or the road wear per 
ton of material transported must be 
decreased. 
Barring the heavy duty truck is 
an attempt to save the roads by 
th© first method. 
The elimination 
of this most economical of motor 
transportation units tends to make 
the cost of highway transportation 
prohibitive. 
If eliminating the 7*£ 
ton truck would divert the freight 
formerly carried in those units to 
some entirely different transporta­ 
tion 
agency 
then 
its 
elimination 
woald 
reduce 
road 
wear. 
The 
other carriers are not even able 
to cope with the traffic already in 
their own legitimate sphere. There­ 
fore, if this freight is to be moved 
at all it must go over 
the high 
ways in a larger number of light 
vehicles regardless of the increased 
cost of such transportation. 
Speed More Injurious. 
f“ Apparently the object of prohi­ 
bition of the 7 *4 ton truck is to 
decrease 
total 
tonnage 
over 
the 
highways.

That there is absolutely no cause for the feeling of un­ 
easiness now manifest in many parts of the country is as­ 
serted by the Comptroller of the Currency in a recent com­ 
munication to the -national banks of the .country. The fear of 
a panic that has become widespread is altogether unwarrantc 
ed and is not justified by actinal financial conditions. 
Fears of a panic with a resultant of business depression 
baa been occasioned in many sections -by a* very marked re­ 
duction in bank deposits. 
Yet according to the Comptroller 
the aggregate deposits for the entire country has shown a 
marked increase. 
While every reserve district in. the south, 
Central west and southwest except Louisville and Cleveland 
shows a reduction in bank deposits, the total reductions of 
$25,175,000 in these districts has been more than offset by 
an increase in other districts* of $437,822,000, a net increase 
for the country pf $412,647,000. 
The action of the Federal Reserve Banks in restricting 
extension of credit for unessentials and luxuries in order to 
encourage increased production of necessary commodities had 
a j Airing effect for the time being and created the unwar­ 
ranted fear of an impending panic, but the beneficial effects 
of such action is already clearly apparent. 
There is evidently no reason for fearing that sufficient 
money to move the crops of the west and south is not avail­ 
able. It will be remembered that in 1913 Secretary McAdoo 
quieted similar fears by announcing that the government 
would deposit $50,000,000 in the banks of the w est and south 
to help move the crops of that year. 
That wfas before the 
establishment of the Federal Reserve Banks, which now have 
fifteen times the amount of money ready that McAdoo offered 
seven syears ago. 
The $7o0,000,000 available is more than 
sufficient for present demands.

“I recently ‘took the count* in 
Oklahoma,” said Senator Gore, dis­ 
cussing/his defeat by Representar 
tive Scott Ferris, whose majority 
will be about 25,000, “and am now 
available for the national commit­ 
tee in any capacity from buck pri­

The people of Oklahoma have trea­ 
ted me so well that I will send the 
remainder of my life remembering 
what they have done for me, rather 
than gathering sorrow over what 
they recently did to me.
